Besides the $ a 
week he gives her, he pays $10 a month 
on their home at 4154 Schiller place, 
she says. What he does with the rest 
of his money she declares she is unable 
to learn. 

Mrs. Steckman told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter a few of the items in her Dill 
of expenses were: Meat, 40 cents a day; 
bread—four stale loaves which she fresh- 
ens by steaming—10 cents; six pairs of 
@tockings for the children, 90 cents a 
week: feed for a flock of §# chickens, 
$1.20 to $1.60 a week; insurance for her- 
self and the children, 60 cents a week;

The “money spent for chicken feed 
virtually was a dead loss, she says, as 
the hens have not been laying during 
the winter. In the most § favorable 
weather she gets about 20 eggs a day, 
she says, but is compelletl to sell them 
at unprofitable prices. 

The expenses .enumerated do not in- 
clude fuel, clothing, groceries, milk and 
general supplies, for none of which, she 
asserts, Steckman would pay. 

Borrowing Causes Trouble. 

Mrs. Steckman says she nas been 
meeting her bills by borrowing money 
during the weeks when the expenses 
were heavy and repaying it when she 
had more t® spare irom her allowance. 
It was the discovery of this plan, she 
says, that m&de her husband tinreaten 
her life. 

She went with ihe children to visit 
her mother, Mrs. John Gross of 221 
Schirmer street, last Tuesday and Steck- 
man, who was ill, remained at home. 
In her absence the milkman called to 
collect $1.70, whereat, she declares, her 
husband was appalled. When she re- 
turned he began upbraiding her for her 
“oarelesaness and extravagence,”’ she 
gays, and teld her sehe ought to be 
killed. a 

Incidentally he found out that: she 
had borrowed from the butcher $3 of the 
$4 she recently spent for clothing for 
the children. That was the last straw. 
she says. Steckman worried about it 
Several days and came home Friday 
evening in a frenzy of rage, she as- 
werts. He stormed and scolded unt'! 
she became thoroughly frightened, and 
when he went out for a little while 
she took the children with her to the 
Magnolia Avenue Police Station and 
asked for protection. She said her hus- 
hand had a supply of long, sharp butch- 
er knives and might harm her. 

Steckman arrived at police headquar- 
ters about 11 p. m. in search of his fam- 
ily. 

Husband Condemns Wife. 

“My wife is no good,” he said, 
cording to Night Chief Gillaspy. 
equanders my money. I give her $5 a 
week and she spends it all. Yes, she 
owes the butcher and the milkman, too. 
She is reckless and extravagant.” 

“T have been a siave,” said Mrs. 
Steckm@h to a reporter. “In our nine 
years of married life, my husband has 
never given me more than $5 a week. 
I have had to make every cent do the 
work of two and account for every pen- 
ny. I never will live with him again.” 

Mrs. Steckman and the children are 
healthy. neat and comfortably dressed 
em peratn garments. The face of the 
young mother gives no evidence of the 
trials.she savs she has experienced.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—With all 
the pomp and solemnity that a mighty 
nation can pay its heroes of war, the 
ast of the dead of the Maine were laid 
away today in Arlington Cemetery. 
Side by side with the bodies of those 
brought back from Havana harbor after 
the war with Spain, they were consigned 
to the earth of the Old Dominion, while 
a nation paid its last measure of honor 
to the ‘‘unidentified’’ of that great ca- 
that brought

tended the empire of the United States 


into tne corners of the earth. 

Seldom in the history of this country 
has there been planned a higher tribute 
to the memory of any man or men than 
that for the 64 dead of the Maine. Gov- 
ernment business in Washington prac- 
tically was suspended by executive or- 
der. President Taft, most of the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, the highest officers 
of the army, the navy and the marine 
corps, officials of the departments and 
the representatives of many foreign 
powers participated in the exercises. 


Flags at Half. Mast. 





hung at half mast, while Congress ad- 
journed for the day. The booming of 
minute guns and the tramp of soldiery 
added the touch of military pomp and 
circumstance. 

; Elaborate and careful preparations had 
been made for the ceremonies of the 
burial. Beginning with the removal of 
the dead from the U. S. S. Birmingham, 
which brought them up from Havana, 
and ending with the firing of three vol- 
leys Of musketry over the graves across 
the Potomac, the exercises were de- 
signed to show all honor and respect to 
the martyrs of the battleship. 

The escort for the slow march through 
the streets of the capital from the Rirm- 
ingham to the State, War and Navy 
Building was picked from the Birming- 
ham and other vessels now in Washing- 
ton. 

The speakers in the plaza behind the 
Navy Building were President Taft and 
Father Chidwick, chaplain of the Maine. 
when the explosion of Feb. 15, 1898. sent 
her to the bottom of the sea, and Chap- 
lain Bayard, U. 8S.

The marine band, the show band of 
Washineton, was chosen to give the 
solemn music for the dead, and an army 
hattery stationed near the Washington 
monument was selected to fire the 21 
gun salute as the ceremonies at the 
Navy Building ended and 
march to Arlington was begun.

Cold 
weather, according to the bureau bulle- 
tin, is decreasing the flow from tribu- 
tary streams. The rise at St. Louis is 
slower than at any time in the last 72 
hours. 

East Side Quotes Precedent. 

The fact that the river has never 
risen to 30 feet in March is what East 
St. Louts is depending on as a proba- 
bility of escaping injury from high wa- 
ter in the immediate future. 

The Cahokia Creek begins to run the 
wrong way when the river reaches a 
stage of 25.5 feet. Indications are that 
this stage will be reached Saturday, and 
in that event the creek will begin to 
back up and flood the low grounds be- 
yond the National Stock Yards. 

Numerous wharfboats were towen 
from the Missouri side Saturday morn- 
ing to escape the drift which is. coming 
down that side. The Illinois side of the 
river is free from drift, and affords a 
safer harbor. 


Levees Protect City. 

In Bast St. Louls there is no fear of 
flood damage owing to an efficient 
levee system, built after the high wa- 
ter of 1993 by Mayor Cook. 

There are some industries along the 
river below the Eads Bridge, where wa- 
ter below the flood stage causes damage.

NEW YORK, March 23.—~That the an- | 
nual profit of the big meat packing, 
companies in New York City is fully 3 
ber cent on the capital invested in tho 
purchase, slaughter and marketing of 
the cattle is shown by tables submitted 


to the State Food Investigating Com- 
mission here by George Edwards, gen- 
eral manager of Swift & Co.’s local of- 
fices. 

The tables show, for example, that 9 
cattle were bought by Swift & Co. in 
South Omaha, in December, for $2221. 
They were killed in the Swift stockyardsg 
and shipped immediately to this city, ar 
riving Dec. 7, and being sold the same 
day. The expenses of killing and pre- 
paring them was $75, but the hides and 
other by-products had been sold for $503, 
reducing the original cost of purchase 
and killing to $179. 

The meat was sold on arriving here 
for $2044, but from this had-to be de- 
ducted $230 for freight and marketing ex- 
penses. The net returns on the meat of 
the 29 cattle was thus $1814, and the en- 
tire profit of the company from the seyv- 
en days’ transaction and from the fn- 
vestment of the $2221 was $20,

Residents of the cities who usually 
spend the Saturday afternoon and Sun- 
gay in the country, are unable to leave 
town, as the railways, pleading a short- 
age of coal, have canceled trains by the 
hundreds. The railroads have decided 
also not to run special race trains for 
the opening of the Flat racing season 
next week. 

Cotton Mills Closing. 

The cotton mills at Nelson, Bolton and 
other centers in Lancashire are closing 
rapidly, while most of the factories in 
Leeds have either stopped entirely, or 
are running on half time. Foundries 
everywhere have drawn their fires, and 
this week-end a large number of facto- 
ries and workshops in the southern 
counties of England which heretofore 
have not been affected, have laid off 
their men. 

The navy, too, is beginning to feel the 
effects of the strike. Winston Spencer 
Churchill, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
in answer to a question in the House of 
Commons, announced that the strike un- 
questionably would retard the progress 
of the work on new ships building for 
the navy and on the naval bases under 
construction. 

Fishermen Feed the Hungry. 

The steam trawlers at Hull, like those 
at Grimsby and other fishing ports, re- 
main in harbor and the skippers are 
distributing their stores among the hun- 
gry women and children whose hus- 
bands and fathers are no longer able 
to provide thém with food. Through- 
out the country well-to-do women are 
taking charge of relief work. In North- 
ern Nottinghamshire the Duchess of 
Portiand has undertaken the work in 
the districts where the Duke is the 
principal owner of the mineral rights. 
She motors, accompanied by her daugh- 
ter, from cottage to cottage, leaving 
supplies for the impoverished families. 

In Henley, one of the most prosperous 
tawns of the country, 4000 families, rep- 
resenting one-third of the pppulation, 
are receiving assistance from _ public 
funds. 

All this unemployment means a tre- 
mendous drain on the funds of °* the 
trades unions. Thus far the miners 
alone have received $2,900,000 in strike 
pay, and today it is estimated that 
$400,000 was paid out as out-of-work 
benefit by other unions. The secretary 
of one of the largest unions said today 
that their treasuries would be drained 
ta the last penny before the trouble was 
over, a condition of affairs which is 
causing much resentment against the 
leaders of the miners, who are accused 
of stubbornness.

dren, expressed in an interview in the 
Post-Dispatch, that many of the popular 
Sunday school songs are ‘“‘rag-time’”’ and 
therefore not religious. 

Some of the St. Louisans agree with 
the Chicago woman, while others take 
issue with her. Other members of the 
clergy said that the discussion had been 
threshed out so many times that they 
did not care to talk about it any more. 
Miss Smith’s criticism is not original, 
they said. 

In her attack, Miss Smith singled out 
two songs that are sung in almost 
every Protestant Sunday school, and are 
known as “old stand-bys.’”’ They are 
“Bringing In the Sheaves” and ‘Will 
There Be Any Stars in My Crown?” 


St. Louisans’ Views 
on Song Criticism. 


Some of the opinions of St. Louisans 
follow: 


HE Rev. Jacob E, Meeker, Compton 
qn Hill Congregational Church: I am 

inclined to agréa with Miss Smith 
to a certain extent, that is to say, that 
some of our Sunday school songs are a 
bit like “‘ragtime,’’ and catchy, but I 
am not sure they do any harm. But I 
am equally sure they do no good. The 
‘ragtime’ song has come in with the 
‘ragtime’ evangelist. There are revi- 
valists that are just as “ragtime” 
some songs. They appeal to the emo- 
tions and not the brain. They seek to 
‘work up” their hearers and get them 
excited. Those catchy songs with 
rhythm and swing were brought by 
those evangelists. I do not favor them 
myself. In the early days after the war, 
when the Methodist Episcopal Church 
had split into two factions, a North 
Methodist church was across the street 
from a South Methodist church. One 
Sunday morning they were singing 
simultaneously and the Northern choir 
sang: ‘‘Will There Be Any Stars in My 
Crown?” At the same moment the 
Southern choir sang, “‘No, Not One, No, 
Not One,” which is the chorus of “Is 
There a Friend Like the Lowly Jesus?” 


Organist Declares 
They Reach People. 


E. Prang Stamm, organist, Holy Com- 
munion Church: I disagree with Miss 
Smith. I think almost all of the old 
songs are good. We use them both in 
our Sunday school and church services. 
Songs that have something catchy and 
attractive about them do good in relig- 
ion, because they serve to attract one 
and concentrate the mind on what the 
song is about. The old-fashioned songs 
are all right, and I am sure they have 
done no harm. They are not gems of 
literature or of music, when it comes to 
that, but they reach the people, which 
is what we need in the churches. 


Charles Galloway, organist St. Peter’s 
Church: Miss Smith is pretty nearly 
right, to my way of thinking. “Brin: 
in the Sheaves” is a good old religious 
song, and almost universally used.: 
I think the Chicagoan is a bit wrong 
about that particular song, but we have 
many Sunday school songs which are 
mere jingles, which appeal to the fan- 
cy more than the brain. They play on 
the emotions, and by that quality, I 
think they hinder, more than they help

religion. 

The Rev. Luther E. Todd, Cabanne 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South: I 
wholly disagree with Miss Eleanor 
Smith of Chicago. We use all the 
songs she condemned, in our church, and 
they help us mightly. “Bringing in the 
Sheaves” is one of the most popular 
and one of the most “moving” songs 
in any chureh hymnal, and certainly 
there is nothing “raggy’’ about it if L 
know what ‘ragtime’ means. Music, fn 
its very nature, is rhythm. If a seng 
have not rhythm and swing, it is not 
music.

“TURKEY AND ITS PEOPLE.” 
IR EDWIN PEARS’ long residence 
S in Turkey and wide travels in 
the Balkan Peninsula have thor- 
oughly equipped him for writing un- 
defstandingly of ‘‘Turkey and Its Peo- 
ple.” So much materia) of unusual in- 
terest has been gathered by the author 
for his work and presented to the En- 
gliish reading public for the first time 
that his book is almost a romance. All 
the cruelty, passion and intrigue of the 
Nearest Past pass before us in an ex- 
traordinary procession that reminds us 
sO much of the Middle Ages that it 
taxes the credulity of the reader to be- 
lieve that they can be of our own day. 

For instance, Sultan Murad was de- 
posed by his brother, Abdul Hamid, in 
1873. He and his wives and servants 
and retinue were confined in the grounds 
of the beautiful Cheragan Palace, and 
not one of them was permitted to leave 
it henceforth. Children were born and 
reared there, without having the slight- 
est idea of the world outside. Food 
supplies were sent in by slaves who 
never talked. Newspapers and visitors 
from outside were not allowed the in- 
mates and fashion books—Turkish wom- 
en love them as well as their American 
sisters—were excluded. When the revo- 
lution of 1908 finally ~broke down the 
barrier, the inmates of Cheragn Palace 
came back to the world, dressed in the 
same styles that they wore when they 
were immured. Their clothing was as 
costly and luxurious as became a former 
sovereign’s family, but none knew that 
the fashions had changed. 

First, the rule was that the Sultan's 
eldest son succeeded him. But as each 
Sultan had a host of wives and each 
was ambitious for her son to sit on the 
throne, the rival mothers set about pol- 
soning all the ‘sons who stood in the 
way of ;yhers. The abuses of this sys- 
tem grew so shocking and put such a 
premium on infanticide that one hu- 
mane Sultan had the law changed so 
that the eldest surviving male of the 
imperial stock should succeed. However, 
this only substituted wholesale homicide 
for infanticide and each male of the 
imperial line heecame a murderer at 
heart and usually in fact of all who 
stood between him and the throne. Thus, 
until the revolution {fn 1908, the elder 
male heir was always under suspicion 
by the Sultan, who knew his life would 
not be worth very much if the said 
male heir could get a chance at him. 
Consequently he was invariably kept a 
prisoner and allowed to see nobody, lest 
he became an active itnwiguer for the 
throne, He was kept in ignorance of all 
& future ruler should know.-and when 
finally called to the throtie, was wholly 
deficient in executive capacity. 

Even the present Sultan, Mehmed, was 
called from a prison to the throne. How- 
ever, he is proving to be an enlightened 
monarch and is dotnge all he can to 
abolish the reign of terror that the suc- 
cession has so long involved.

As the 
“ommon Law differs from all enacted 
codes, it stands in the political system 
of America and the British Isles, better 
than anything else for what is now 
called “evolution,’’ To Blackstone this 
had become partly evident, before Dar- 
win invented the word “evolution” to 
express the’ method and result when 
life is finding expression in shaping in- 
stitutions most nearly in accordance 
with what is most essential in life itself. 
Blackstone did not have the scientific 
theories of the present or the great mass 
of material, accumulated during the last 
half century, to explain the origins of 
the common .law,. and its development 
out of life into method.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S SILENCES. | 


In his campaign for the presidential nomina- 
tion Col. Roosevelt’s silences have been more sig- 
nificant than his utterances. 
He is silent on the tariff. Why? For the eight 
years he was in the White House neither by word 
nor act did he attempt to relieve the people of 
the iniquities of the Dingley tariff law. He did 
not disturb the privileged minority which con- 
trolled the Government for the robbery of the 
majority. 
Col. Roosevelt is silent on the inforcement of 
the criminal clause of the Sherman law. Why? 
For the eight years he was President he carefully 
avoided any attempt to put “‘malefactors of great 
wealth” in prison. When he had an excellent op- 
portunity to act on the theory that “guilt is per- 
sonal” he spurned the recommendation of the 
Government’s attorneys. ; 
Col. Roosevelt.is silent on the subject of re- 
trenchment in public expenditures. Why? For 
the last year of Roosevelt’s term as President the 
governmental disbursements exceeded those of any 
year before or after. They were almost double 
the disbursements of the last year of~Mr. Cleve- 
land’s term. 
The Colonel carefully selected the spot for his 
blow at Mr. Taft. He carefully avoided the spots 
where the rebound would knock him out. We 
suggest to Mr. Taft that he ask Col. Roosevelt 
these questions: 
What is your record on the tariff and what are 
your views on tariff reform? 
What have you done and what will you do to 
enforce the criminal clause of the Sherman Law? 
What is the record of your administrations in 
the expenditure of public funds and what is your 
ylatform on this subject? 
Col. Roosevelt ought not to be permitted to 


evade these vital issues of the campaign. 
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Pensions for indigent mothers are advocated 
by the Mothers’ Congress. Passage of the board 
of guardians bill in the St. Louis Municipa] As- 
sembly would practically provide such a pension 
system. Indigent mothers would be helped to 
support their children. 


THE FIRST OFFICIAL CONSERVATIONIST. 
Gen. John W. Noble, who died in St. Louis 
yesterday, was the father of that conservation 
policy with which Messrs. Roosevelt and Pinchot 
subsequently became identified. As Secretary of 
the Interior, he induced President Harrison to 
withdraw the first forest lands conserved in the 
West, and for this service the Boone and Crockett 
Club, which is the principal organization of the 
conservationists, awarded him the distinction of 
having been the originator of that fine cause. A 
resident of St. Louis, traveling through the moun- 
tains of California, found a picture of Gen. Noble 
over the fireplace in a mountaineer’s home. 

“Do you know him?” asked the mountaineer. 
“Yes. He is a friend and fellow townsman of 
mine,” the visitor answered. 

“Then you are more than welcome,” said the 
other. “He is also a friend of mine, and of every 
man who loves the woods.” 

Gen. Noble had a long and notable career. He 
was breveted a Brigadier-General by Congress for 
agama service-on the field. He could do 
what few men can do—refuse an office. Grant of- 
fered him the solicitor-generalship; he refused it. 
Subsequently Harrison offered him a place in his 
Cabinet, and he accepted. He rendered his coun- 
try good service, and more than one great forest 
reserve is his monument. 
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Instead of resigning, Mr. Bryan, if elected dele- 
gate from Nebraska and instructed for Harmon, 
should go to Baltimore and start a fight for abol- 
ishing the unjust unit rule and the rule under 
j which district delegates are instructed by state 
conventions. 
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OLOSING THE BAY WINDOW. 

There is a movement in Germany against over- 
eating.

Happily, in this respect at least, there is no 
American front of the sort which Germany seeks 
to abate.

They passed 
the votes-for-women bill with a promptness that 
ought to shame Albany, N. Y., and Trenton, N. J., 
not to say Washington, D. C., and Jefferson City, 
Mo. The new women were not long in discovering 
that the goods were not up to the label. The bill 
had a “joker” in an educational qualification. 
It is no fault of the Chinese women that the 
vast majority of them can not even read the 
splashes of red on their own paper fans. The 
women of no other country have been discriminat- 
ed against more outrageously. As soon as sev- 
eral hundred Chinese Mesdames Jarr learned the 
dreadful news, they descended on the Messrs. Jarr 
who sit at Nankin as the Chinese National As- 
sembly.

Bell Boys’ Troubles. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ~ 

Since the anti-tipping law is getting to be so 
strong here lately, I think the hotel help of St. 
Louis or America had better organize a hotel 
helps’ union. I am in favor of organizing the 
union, and I am going to try and get up oné of 
the strongest unions in the world. I have talked 
with sevéTral chefs and waiters and bellboys and 
find out they are all in favor of having a strong 
union, and if it is in my power to help the bell- 
boys I am going to do it. 

I have been a bellboy for the past 11 years 
and this last year has been one of the hardest 
years that I ever saw to make a good living. 

Why can’t a guest at a hotel tip a bellboy or 
the waiter just as much as to tip the ushers at 
the Union Station. If the usher don’t carry your 
baggage you don’t give hima tip. You give them 
your baggage and they expect a tip, which they 
aways get. Now when a guest goes to a hotel 
and asks for icewater or have drinks served in 
his room he feels like tipping. But the papers 
are all boosting for the anti-tipping law and the 
hotel man wont’ pay any higher wages to their 
help. Most of the bellboys in St. Louis get from 
$15 to $20 and their board, which isn’t anything 
extra. The waiters get about $30 and board and 
if they don’t get a few tips how can you expect 
@ man to make a living? The bellboys work six 
hours one day and 12 hours the next. Some of 
the boys go to work at 6 a. m and work until 
12 noon, then they are off until 5 p. m., then 
go on duty again and stick there until 11 p. m., 
and sometimes 12, midnight, and then when can 
they enjoy themselves? The next day they go 
to work at 11 a. m. and work until 5 p. m., and 
their day’s work is over. I am not very well 
acquainted with the waiters’ hours, but all hotel 
help put in longer hours than the office man: he 
only works eight hours a day and six days a 
week, when the bellboys, waiters and chefs work 
seven days a week.
